In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 11 1 , 1 . 1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicants indicated that it appeared that Mack et al. was not 
disclosing that the Ru layer (Figure 6B, layer 230A/B) was left above the free magnetic layer (layer 232), but that a 
single layer exchange tab was left above the free layer (Figure 8, layers 274 and 276). The Examiner respecfully 
disagreed. Specifically, the Examiner noted that Mack et al. describes "tabs of antiferromagnetic material or "exchange 
tabs"" (col. 2, lines 24 - 56) as being used to stabilize the edge regions of the free magnetic layer, as well as explicitly 
mentioning that "the prior art does not disclose an exchange tab structure that makes use of a synthetic 
antiferromagnet, which provides an increased pinning field and reduced side reading (col. 3, lines 31 - 33). The 
Examiner notes that Mack et al. defines a synthetic antiferromagnet as "antiferromagnetic layer 202A, CoFe layer 
204A, Ru layer 206A and the portion of free layer 208 located under Ru layer 206A (i.e. end region 207A)" (Figure 6 
and col. 8, lines 34 - 42). 

As such, the Examiner deems that the Figure 8 is simply an abstraction of the synthetic antiferromagnetic exchange 
tabs disclosed by Mack et al. in Figures 6A and 6B and that the Ru layer 206A/B (or 230A/B) is the layer that is 
immediately above the free layer, and hence the layer that is not completely etched per Mack et al.'s instructions in 
Figure 11 and col. 12, lines 13-27). 

Finally, the Examiner indicated that Figures 5 and 7 of applicants 1 disclosure appeared to show that the 
antiferromagnetic layer (e.g. layers 31 or 32) are directly deposited on the nonmagnetic Ru layer (layer 30) whereas 
Mack et al. requires a FM layer therebetween (Figure 6B, layers 222, 224, 226 and 228). The Examiner suggested 
that incorporation of the language that the antiferromagnetic layer was "directly deposited" on the nonmagnetic layer 
(e.g. claim 8 into claim 1 wherein the second antiferromagnetic layer is claimed to be directly deposited on the 
nonmagnetic layer) would appear to distinguish over the art of record. Applicants agreed to consider the proposed 
claim amendment as well as considering whether a declaration might be submitted to overcome the Mack et al. 
reference.. 
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
